Park Versailles is a rapidly growing residential district of 
middle-class buying power. Three to six-story apartment 
houses predominate in the central and eastern portions. 
The southwest area contains the new City Housing Author- 
ity development catering to low-salaried groups. In the 
older neighborhoods one and two-family houses are the 
rule. Principal shopping streets are Tremont, Beach, and 
Gleason Avenues, White Plains Road, East 174th Street 
and, in increasing importance, Westchester Avenue and 
177th Street, which border on the new Parkchester 
community development.
